For the second time in IO years, 
during the present ownership and 
management of the Times and 
News Publishing company, death 
has entered the ranks of Tile G et­ 
tysburg Times family. 
On August 18. 1928, the life of 
William Corbett, then news editor, 
was suddenly snuffed out when an
